The reed for greatly .increased sunn o£ money, 


brought'about l)y the war'cost, was "mot by moat 
of the,nations by .the tssue'of paper currency with- 
out relation to gold reserve. In normal times the 
paper-currency ot a nation lias a,definite gold re- 
serve, ecnera-lly about 40 per cent. The emer- 
gency 'of war caused the abandonment of this re- 
serve by all belligerent nations exccptlns the Unit- 
ed States, because the national treasuries of these 
nations lacked' adequate gold to maintain the re- 
serve ratio. In the United States the treasury mid 
'the federal reserve banks discounted use'of sold 
and cold certificates for general circulation and 
accumulated the greatest stock Of fiold over as-- 
sombled in the history of the world. It was with- 
drawn gradually from circulation and piled up in 
the treasury ar.d vaults of tho federal 
reserve 


banks. 
An Inevitable result was tlmt, .during'the.war 


and following the armistice, the Kuropean 'print- 
ing presses, being definitely cut loose from the re- 
tarding clement ot a sold' reserve, kept, on run- 
ning at high speed, turning out reams ot paper 
"money which went into circulation. The

was that this plentiful nupply ot paper 
money 


mado .money cheap. In-other words, people who 
had consumable coods to sell would r.ot'cxchango 
them for as small 'ti cimuitity. ot the cheap money

This meant that prices rose. The .United States | 
experienced •inflation ot currency, but of a milder j 
character.' The gold standard was.not abandoned | 
here. Prices rose In this county 100-or SCO per

Iris cheaper and more plentiful, than 
American 


money, foreign exchange, became unfavorable to 
Europe, Tlmt is, Kuropoan monoy would'not buy 
as much here as American money would buy in 
Europe. 


There is a law ot economics, known as Grcs- 


ham's Law, which lays down the ru'.o that where 
two kinds of money are in circulation and one if 
much inferior in-value to the other, the more val- 
uable' type will retire. People who have It, believ. 
inc it to be of greater1 value and therefore more 
worth keeping, will Hoard it away. This was done 
to a^grcat extent all over Europe. As the infla- 
tion progressed, people who had gold pleco* or 
silver' money or paper money of nations In' bet- 
ter financial shape than their own hid this wealth 
away and used the more plentiful cheap paper 
currency.

United States exported to Ireland in

Our imports from Ire- 


land in 1020 were ?3S,000,000 in

the trade, between the 


United States and Ireland .in 1920 
was greater in value than in any

We have simply'brought the 
frequency of the current up to a point 
wharo. it no. longer affects the ear. 
'it is "beyond audibility." We have 
brought it from the range of "audio 
frequency" into, the'ranfie of "radio 
frequency." 


Now what has all of this to do with 


Fleming's vacuum tube and the "Edi- 
son effect" We. shall see. All radio 
currents are of such a frequency that 
they do. not affect our hearing. They 
can pass through telephone receivers 
and .produce no "noise." Our prob- 
lem is to make them audible. 


What would happen if a radio fre- 


quency current was allowed to pass 
into me device shown in the illustra- 
tion Hero we have a heated wire 
and a "plate." A direct (one direc- 
tion) current would have no'trouble 
in passing from the lllamcnt to the 
plate, but it could not pitsa in the op- 
posite' direction'. From-'this wo can 
understand what would happen to an 
altorniulng current It U was connect- 
ed to the plate and filament as shown 
in the diagram where the vacuum 
tube i» connected to a. tuning trans- 
former, aerlal'and1 ground.

Condensers .connected in the .circuit 
of a radio receiving or transmitting 
outfit wilt effect changes in the wave 
length. In 'receiving outfits -some of 
ths condensers used are made with a. 
variable capacity so that they may 
bs used for tunlnp. 
In the cane at a, simple 
outfit, a 


small fixed condenser is placed across 
the telephone receivers, but not with 
the object of changing the period of 
the circuit. 


A little fixed condenser for this pur- 


pose can bo assembled with a few 
simple materials 
that are 
usually 


.found about any household.- A few 
square inches o£ tinfoil, some waxed 
paper and a'smull cardboard or wood- 
en-box wiU. be needed. 
Ten oblonsr pieces or tinfoil are first 


cut. The»» should measure I'/f: inches 
wide by 
3 inches Ions- Next, ten 


•pieces of waxed paper measuring 3 
by 2 Inches arc cut. 
Tho waxed paper Is slvcn a'bath 


in warm.parffln. A pleco of the wax- 
ed paper is then laid.on the fable and 
a piece of tinfoil is laid on top of.it. 
One' cncl of the tinfoil is allowed Ho 
lap over the.end of the. paper for a 
distance of 'about one-half inch. 


Now another piece of the waxed 


paper is laid over the piece of tinfoil. 
Tho second piece of tinfoil Is then 
laid over the second piece of -waxed 
paper, but In this case It Is allowed 
to overlap at the opposite side. 


This building up process is 
con- 


tinued until the tinfoil and the sup- 
ply of paper Is exhausted. The meth- 
od of assembling will be understood 
by referring to the diagrams. 


When the assembling is finished we 


should have .the ten pieces of tinfoil 
separated from each other by waxed 
paper. The ends of five of the tinfoil 
sheets should be 
protruding 
from 


each side. 
These ends aro 'folded over and a 


piece of copper wire attached to them. 
Before this, however. It is advisable 
to clamp the condenser between two 
boards und put it In a warm place. 
This will cause the wax on the paper

policeman's star and a tin 
whistle! When, as a boy, I was first 
learning to solder, to mate a 1:0- 
liccman's star 01 a tin whistio \-a.» 
my 1'avorite pastime. 
I made stars 
and whistles by the dozen, and then 
;rave them, to those of my rrienda 
who didn't know how or didn't care 
to make thorn for-themselves. 
. I still like to make stars and 
whistles. 
And for the practice In 
soldering you will get malting thcirt 
yourself, I'm going to tell how I cro 
it. 
: 


I usually, use an old oyster can for 
the tin material, and I prepare the 
tin in this manner: A cut is made 
along the seam oC the can. The top 
and bottom rims are cut" off. 
Tin: 


Lin sti-io thus formed'is strnigntencd 
by placing it on a, flat surra c and 
pounding it lightly.' ' . . 


With .a'markinj? awl and dividers 
•I next lay out the patcrn for the 
article I am making. Let's suppose 
th.T.t we make the tin whistle first, 
Tt is shown in figures .1 and -. The, 
tin is.easily cut with a pair. of. tin 
snippers, or an old pair—and an old. 
discarded pair, 'remember—ot scis- 
sors. 
The two %-lncli holes are 
made in tho tin by driving a nail 
tin-ought it into a block of wood. 
In figure r you "will notice that 
there are three center lines running 
across the tin. - Bend the whistie on 
the two outside lines as shown '.n 
figure 2. Be sure to bend the tin 
so that the burrs made by the nail 
will bo on the inside of the fold, or 
you may cut your tongue. 
To operate- the whistle, place It In 


your mouth and touch your tongue 
to tho rounded edge. 
Then blow, 


with a little practice most any tune 
may be whistled.

To prepare-a new 
soldering

bright coppjer is visible. While it 
is still hot rub the point with a

The point will acquire a silvered 
appearance. The presence of the 
solder on the iron makes it pos- 
sible to pick up small drops of 
solder.-and transfer -them'to the 
work.

A furnace for'hfating the so.l- 


dering iron may be made of a 
tin can'cut as'sh'own'in the draw- 
ing. Set the car. over the flame 
of a common gas stove burner.

bearings .need adjustment or the like, one or both o£ tha roar^ wheels 
have to bo taken off and. the following suggestions- for so doing apply 
specially to axles other than those ot the full-floating type. The axle- 
nhaft end Is tapered ;ind the correspondingly tapered wheel-hub !s. drawn 
tightly into position upon it by a larga nut. while a- key and keyway 
prevent the turning of; the shaft In the hub: 
The hub cap la first 


removed, by means of the special wrench usually furnished. This exposes 
the ehaft end and .its nut, -which latter can bo turned off the shaft-end, 
•with a large wrench, as soon as its cotter-pin-or other locking-device is 
removed. 
The side of the axle, that is being operated, upon,' is then 


Jacked up enough to raise the wheel from the floor — the other wheel 
being blocked. Occasionp.l:y it happens that the wheel con then be pulled 
off,, when grasped by the two hands— the emergency brake belnpr off — 
but this 'usually' indicates that the wheel mounting was. a loose one. It 
Js almost always necessary to use a -wheel-Duller to separate the tapered 
surfaces, and such a. tool is furnished with each'car. It looks a little Hko 
a-hub-cap with a screw in the cer.ter of its end and In fact It does screw 
onto tho hub-cap thread. 'When it is thus in place, the point of its screw- 
bears upon the end of the axle shaft and, as pressure is cierted at this 
point, by turning the screw In with, a -wrench, the wheel Is forced o2 
the. shaft against. the friction of the tapered surfaces. 
Sometimes tho 


parts are tightly, stuck, together and very considerable fofce is needed to. 
separate thorn and after the screw has been turned in. as hard as advis- 
able. it sometimes helps to tap its head moderately with a hammer to 
momentarily increase the separating force. By alternately screwing in 
and tapping, -the parts should loosen, when tho wheel can be lifted off. 
In so doing, \note the way the key is placed, to insure its correct replace- 
ment. In putting the wheel back, be sure that tho tapered surfaces are 
clean and oiled, .and that the hnlves.oC the keyway are In line so that tho 
key can be properly started into place. 'After tha wheel Is started on, it 
can be fully seated by turning on its nut 'until it Is perfectly tight— a 
large wrench being used. The cotter pin is then Inserted , and spread and 
the hub-cap screwed on securely.
